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The British Crisis Concerns Us All 


The crisis facing the Attlee Government 
in England is cause for grave concern in 
this country. Resignation yesterday of 
Left Wing Cabinet Ministers Aneurin 
Bevan and Harold Wilson can mean only 
one thing—the extreme Leftists in Eng- 
land are trying to drive a wedge between 
that nation and the United States. 


Bevan, the Minister of Labor, says he 
quit because he sees the American pre- 
paredness program as a greater threat to 
the West than Russian militarism. He is 
opposed to further rearmament of Great 
Britain at what he calls the expense of 
the party’s social welfare program. 


He summarized his opposition to the 
Attlee policy by saying that Britain has 
been “dragged too far behind the wheels 
of American diplomacy.” 


In this threat the Attlee Government 
must have reinforcements from the Con- 
servatives or the Government will fall. The 
cabinet crisis in England adds compjexity 
to an international situation already badly

A Deserved Tribute to Dr. 


The tribute to Dr. T. F. Abercrombie by 
the Georgia Medical Association brought 
pleasure to Georgians everywhere. No 
man ever deserved it more. Now retired 

at 71, Dr. Abercrombie has accomplished 
- as much for the State as any living man 
through his years of faithful sé@rvice in 
building a State-wide health program. 
There is no way to determine the number 
of lives which have been saved as a result 
of his pioneering activities in disease pre- 
vention and control. 

The citation awarded him by his fellow 
physicians lists some of his accomplish- 
ments, reviewing his career in public 
health from the time he started in 1917 
with a staff of less than a dozen workers. 
Perhaps one of his greatest achievements 
was the carrying out of mass treatment 
for 76,776 Georgia children and adults for 
hookworm and the restoration to health 
and normal growth of thousands who have 
become useful citizens. This program still

Convicted in the Brantley County court 
of setting fires to woodlands, a South Geor- 
gian has been fined $250 plus court costs 


and sentenced to 12 months in prison. The 


sentence was suspended. 

This marks probably the stiffest pun- 
ishment inflicted in this State for the crime 
of deliberately burning forest resources. | 

As the Jesup Sentinel points out, the 
significance of the Brantley County case 
is that it shows that public opinion has 
turned, that good citizens are no longer 
in the mood to tolerate destructive burning. 

Lt. Gov. Marvin Griffin told foresters 


in their recent State meeting that our rec- 
ord of convictions for this “malicious in- 
cendiarism” is still not good enough. He 
urged more stringent laws against the 
crime, saying, “...Iam convinced... that 
more people will have to go to jail’ and 
serve time in prison for setting fire to the 
woods of this State.” 

Certainly we are going to have to teach 
people that wanton destruction of forests, 
or of any other natural resource for that 
matter, is a crime against humanity. 

The disposition of the Brantley County 
case is a good first lesson in that direction.

A hard-headed realist of the old school, the Pennsylvania 
senator thinks the present occupant of the White House will be 
inclined to agree with the comment made by one of his predecessors, 
Theodore Roosevelt, on a similar stir that came during his admin- 


istration. 


Roosevelt had felt compelled to censure one of the nation’s 
"outstanding military figures of his day, Lt. Gen. Nelson A. Miles, 


hero of the War 


etween the States, the Indian Wars and the 


Spanish-American War, and then the highest-ranking army officer 
in the land. Miles had spoken out of turn in criticizing the find- 
ings of a Naval court of inquiry which had pronounced Adm. Win- 
field Scott Schley guilty of errors of judgment in the handling 
of a portion of the fleet in the Battle of Santiago Bay. 


The furor created was on a par with what has happened in the 


MacArthur incident. 


Theodore Roosevelt's comment on the stir 


that his action caused was that “we are a queer, emotional and 


hysterical people on occasions.” 


On the specific authority and at 


the direction of the President, Elihu Root, then Secretary of War, 
had issued a statement that General Milés’ pronouncement “was 
subversive of discipline, that it would not be tolerated in a sub- 
altern and it will not be tolerated in any officer of whatever rank.” 


Short Life? 


But just as the excitement was short lived in 
the elder Roosevelt’s day, it is not expected to 


linger very long in the present case, though the Republicans appear 
to be determined to build it up as an issue in the next presiden- 


- tialcampaign. Most seasoned observers think it will be a “nine-day 


wonder,” or thereabouts. 


Already the sober judgment of the country seems to be assert- 
ing itself. One of the pleasing aspects of the situation is the atti- 
tude taken by most of the leading Republican and independent 
newspapers of the country. The consensus of these publications is 
that the President was not only within his rights by dismissing the 
Far Eastern commander, but that he had no other alternative, in 
view of the opposite course MacArthur was publicly agitating 
against our accepted Far Eastern policy. He was not only insub- 
ordinate in refusing to obey presidential directives to hold his 
tongue; the course he was advocating, many believe, would lead 
inevitably to another world war, for which we are not yet prepared.

It Could. Happen Only Here 


WASHINGTON—There’s one very simple thing that should not be overlooked m 
the gay and friendly parading and processionals in which we are indulging ourselves 


in honor of Gen. Douglas MacArthur. 


It’s a tribute to us that has been overlooked, 


for it’s something we Americans take for granted. What we see is a field com- 

mander, removed by the President of the United States, returning home in tri- 

42g umph, going freely wherever he pleases and saying whatever he pleases. But, 
more than that, taking his issue with his commander in chief over foreign policy and military strat- 
egy before the national legislative body—our Congress--in a ceremonial session arranged with the 
blessings of the President who, for the occasion, removes himself completely from the picture and 


takes a back seat, as it were. 


It does not occur to us that it could be any 
differertt, for that is our way. That is the tra- 
dition of the great free people that we are. It’s 
the crowning glory of our heritage, and we 
should pause for a moment to think of it, and 
to be proud of it. 

For in no other country could it happen. 


In totalitarian nations, as we know #80 
well, such a military figure—even if he 
dared in the first place to challenge the chief 
of state—would be summarily liquidated or, 
if there were overwhelming mitigating cir- 
cumstances, at least “sent to Siberia” or 
jailed te ponder his insubordination. 


In nations closer to our pattern such a mili- 
tary figure would expect prompt cashiering ‘o 
private life, perhaps stripped of honors and an 
automatic gag on his utterances. 

There’s another thing, too, that would not 
be tolerated for a moment in a totalitarian state 
and would not happen so freely as it does here 
in any other nation because people in other coun- 
tries just don’t accept such liberties as natural. 

This is the outspoken criticism, the rash of 
name-calling directed in the last few days at 
the President of the United States. We should 
be at least a bit ashamed of it, for it is no com- 
pliment to us and is certainly in bad taste; 
but nevertheless it goes on freely, without let 
or hindrance, and we hardly give it a second 
thought. 

It is heard publicly from the Se 
ing Congress, and appears in co letters 
to our newspapers which are freely published. 
For that is our tradition. We never have spared 
our presidents and other high publie officials. 


General MacArthur has conducted himself 
with perfect dignity and restraint and it should 
be noted that he has not questioned the Presi- 
dent’s action in removing him, which was inevi- 
table under our constitutional system in which 
supremacy of the civilian over the military is 
inherent. The general is fully aware of that. 

His acceptance of his removal should bring 
general acceptance among those of our people 
who, in the first emotional upsurge, forgot for 
the moment the very simple and basic principle 


which editorial opinion generally stressed from 


the outset, however editors might think individ- 
ually about the issues of foreign policy over 
which President Truman and Genera] MacAr- 
thur differed. 

They now should concentrate attention on the 
policy issue, to which the general is confining 
himself. That can be examined calmly and care- 
fully with subsidence of emotion. 


The general also has performed a service 
by realerting us to our common danger, by 
whatever policy and strategy that is to be 
met. That should reinforce and bolster plans 
ef the Administration to make ourselves 
strong and keep ourselves vigilant. 


General MacArthur faces an important de- 
cision of his own. Whether, that is, to rest on 
his laurels, so to speak, after a complete state- 
ment of his case and a few more appearances 
while he is riding the crest, or whether to pursue 
a continual crusade—which is tempting—and 
thereby risk the chance of becoming involved - 
in partisan politics and of falling into indiscreet 
statement and thus tarnish the prestige and ~ 
réduée the influence that he now enjoys. 

That is up to him.

This bufiding would be large enough to hold 
the offices now on the sixth floor of the State 
Office Building as well as all the other offices.

The land purchased by the State for the 
State Labor Building and the State Judicial 
Building fronts on Washington and Trinity 
Streets.

He's like a 
railroad engineer, a member of the elite. 


Average graduates are now making $5,000 
@ year as truck drivers, but some make con- 
siderable more by driving 70 hours a week, the 
maximum Interstate Commerce Commission 
limit. 

The college course in“ tuck driving is the 
fruit of a long campaign by trucking interests 
to cut down on the number and costs of acci- 
dents. Safety is the constant watch-word 
throughout the training period. Somebody has 
figured out that there’s one bad truck accident 
for every 40,000 miles of driving, but the prod- 
ucts of North Carolina's course have established 
a figure of one crack-up for every 270,000 miles.

But if you 
can’t recognize them by that, here's another mark 
of distinetion—they promise their dear old alma 
mater that they’H always wear a necktie while 
working.

NEW: YORK—If you'd fuse the cheers that 

greeted “Birth of a Nation,” “Lightnin’,” “It Hap- 

or ) pened One Night,” “Oklahoma” and “South Pa- 

cific,” wean'd eel some idea of the sensation that Gen. Douglas 

MacArthur created in the world’s greatest city. In showbusiness 

parlance, he piayed two road engagements before reaching Broad- 

way, at San Francisco and Washington, road dates that were car- 

ried to New York by radio and TV, and the cheers rolling across 
the country seemed to explode in New York.

Seeing him for the first time, in the flesh at the Waldorf-Astoria, 
only a few feet away as he walked through the corridor to the 
Starlight Roof, the first thing you noticed was his stride and car- 
riage. I’ve never seen anyone so completely relaxed. 


He moves like a lithe, rangy halfback. In the passage of 71 
years, the youngster born at an Army post in Little Rock, Ark.. 
has apparently defeated all of the infirmities which accompany the 
accomplishment of the Biblical span. He reads without glasses 
and a taxing schedule leaves no imprint visible to the eye. 


WATCHING HIM at close range, this reporter thought back to 
Gen. George S. Kenney’s estimate of MacArthur. Kenney is about 
5’ feet 5, and was his air chief in the Pacific. It was Kenney, 
M. I. T. graduate and World War I combat pilot, who is credited 
with selling air power to MacArthur. 

“He is personally fearless,” said Kenney. “I don’t think he has 
any more fear of death than you'd have of walking down Fifth 
Avenue. And there’s no general with a deeper or more instinctive 
grasp of tactics and strategy. Tell him the numbers of men in- 
volved, give him the terrain and he’s a 1-to-10 favorite.” 


HAVING FLIRTED with death for 33 years, Kenney is frank 
and forthright. He despises stuffed shirts, enjoys deflatiig them. 
When he flew in from Australia, for one war conference at Wash- 
ington, a distinguished major general exhibited a chart outlining 
the project to which Kenney’s airmen were to be assigned. “We esti- 
mate,” said the major general, “that the loss will be no ‘greater 
than 49 per cent.” 

Instantly, Kenney was on his feet. 


“Like hell it will,” he thundered. “You people in Washington 
talk in percentages that are only figures on a chart. But those 
percentages, to me, are four of my kids out of 10, and I don't 
go for it. I’m not signing any death warrant for kids like Dick 
Bong.” So Kenney took the pointer out of the startled major 
general’s hand and outlined another conception of covering fire, in 
which the firepower of one bomber protected the next. 


Kenney always said that MacArthur was a great general. 


ON ONE of their last meetings, General MacArthur told Gen- 
eral Kenney that when he retired, he was going to, “sit on my 
porch, smoking a pipe in my rocking chair, and close to a big 
basket of stones.” 

“Why the stonés?” puzzled Kenney. 

“To throw at anyone who ever tries to get me into the dirty 

game of politics,” said General MacArthur. “That’s not for me.” 


REFORE THE CONGRESS of the United States, General Mac- 
Arthur emerged as a singularly impressive figure. His carriage, 
his voice, his conclusions and his modesty were tremendously 
persuasive.

factor in American politics. 


In the long run, the impact of the MacArthur personality en the Ameri- 


can voters is sure to exercise a décisive influence on domestic politics as well as foreign policy. 


Certainly the -peech to Congress was a great 
personal triumph. But too towering a reputation 
at the start may actually be a disadvantage in 
the end. Here it may be worth recalling the 
impact of the MacArthur personality on one 
American voter—this reporter. 


The time was almost two years ago, in Tokyo. 
It is impossible to describe the.atmosphere of 
downright idolatry which then surrounded Mac- 
Arthur. By both Japanese and Americans, even 
those who privately disliked him, MacArthur was 
regarded as more than human. It was sympto- 
matic that his proper name was almost never 
used—instead he was called “Scap,” or “The 
Supreme Commander,” or “The General,” or 
simply and reverently, “He.” 

* 


When the usual visiting fireman's inter- 
view with MacArthur was arranged for this 
reporter, one distinguished American jour- 
nalist even went so far as to predict that it 
would be “an unforgettable spiritual expe- 
rience.” 


With this sort of preparation, it was perhaps 
natural that this reporter’s reaction should be 
surprise tinged with disappointment. Gen Mac- 
Arthur is a most remarkable individual, but he 
is after all not a god, but a man—extremely 
human, oddly old-fashioned in manner, transpar- 
ently patriotic, often very shrewd, sometimes 
quite moving when, he speaks, sometimes simply 
theatrical. But to expect a god and find a 
man, however unusual a man, is disappointing. 


Those who are organizing the Administra- 
tion’s counterattack—and make no mistake about 
the 
Administration, and the most effective since the 
war—are counting heavily on a similar even- 
tual reaction in the country. They believe that 
Gen. MacArthur has been oversold, as much by 
the drama of his initial appearance as by the 
excesses of his idolators: and that if he is not 
permitted to “fade away” he will sooner or later 
be reduced to human proportions. 

This is one reason why the Administration 
is counting heavily on the forthcoming sessions 
of the Foreign Relations and Arméd Services 
Committees. Testimony by Defense Secrétary 
Marshall—who is after all not “in lay circles” 
on military matters——-and the Joint Chiefs is 
planned to provide the background for questions 
which pro-Administration Democrats 
ask MacArthur when he appears before the 
committees. 


MacArthur will be asked, for example, why 
he believes the measure which he proposes will 
end the “prolonged indecision” which he de- 
plores. .The chief basis for MacArthur’s asser- 
tion that his views are “fully shared ... by our 
own Joint Chiefs of Staff” appears to be that 
plans for the operations he proposes were indeed 
made under the direction of the Joint Chiefs.

But these plans were approved only on a con- 
tingent basis. and the Joint Chiefs will prob- 
ably testify that such operations could not de- 
feat the Chinese, and thus end the fighting. 


MacArthur will also be asked about the stra- 
tegic implications of the fact that attacks on the 
Chinese mainland would have to be undertaken 
unilaterally, over the united opposition of vir- 
tually all our allies. 


Finally, there if the most obvious aques- 
tien. MacArthur was wrong about the Chi- 
nese intervention—and this the Administra- 
tion is prepared te prove if necessary. How 
can he be sure that the Russians will not 
come in, starting a world war while Europe 
lies defenseless? 

Obviously, MacArthur will be prepared for 
Yet the Administration hopes 
that in the give-and- take of committee hearings 
MacArthur will be reduced to human stature— 
the stature of a man who has served his coun- 
try well, but whose judgment is not infallible, 
and whose pronouncements are not divine reve- 
lations. Then the great issues which MacArthur 
has raised can be argued on their merits. 


Then, it is contended, it will appear that a 
unilateral war with China, in alliance with 
Chiang Kai-shek, involving the grave risk of war 
with the Soviet Union while Europe is disarmed, 
is not really a politically popular project. Yet 
the fact remains that MacArthur, quite aside 
from the impact of his personality, has the enor- 
mous advantage of standing for action rather 
than inaction, for the quick violent solution, 
while the Administration is left in the position 
of waiting vaguely for something to turn up.

To Family Foods Here

“If milk is the almost perfect food, Yogurt is the perfect food,” 
says Alexander Steinberg, the Frenchman credited with bringing 


this famous old-world food to America. 


“Yogurt is not a health 


food, not a panacea for alL ills, it is just a uniquely nutritious food 
to be eaten and used in dozens of appetizing ways.”

reason Americans haven't had 
yogurt at their corner stores 
years ago. 


“The difficulty was the cul- 
ture, bacillus bulgaricus, was 
native enly to the atmos- 
phere in the Balkan countries 
and Near East,” said Stein- 
berg. 

“It's like the atmosphere 


around the James River being 
perfect for Smithfield hams, 
or the caves of France for 
genuine Roquefort. My first 
joh in America was to estab- 
lish a laboratory to make the 
vogurt culture. The culture is 
not a simple strain of bacteria 
but, hacteriologically speak- 
ing, a symbiosis of three 
atrains, one for aroma, one for 
flavor and the principal one 
for health, the bacillus bul- 
garicus.” 


For a while yogurt was a 
“faddy” food, eaten by men for 
“neurotic reasons,” as Steinberg 
lightly says, or by women who 
wanted to keep their figure. 
Yogurt is a family food. Many 
who do not care for the taste 
of milk or find it difficult to 
digest use yogurt as a substi- 
tute. Like other cultured milk 
products, it is easily digested 
because it is already semidi- 
gested through the action of the 


made 


culture on the liquid milk. By 
this action another advantage 
is gained, the nutrients in yvo- 
gurt (all those in whole milk) 
become more readily assimi- 
lated. More than 90 per cent 
are digested by the stomach 
within an hour. Regular cow’s 
milk is only 50 per cent di- 
gested in three hours. This is 
one reasons doctors so highly 
recommend yogurt. 


Yogurt is ideal in a reduc- 
ing diet, not because it is so 
low in calories (although 166 
calories per cup is not high), 
but just because its high pro- 
tein content gives one a feel- 
ing of being well-fed, and 
second, the psychological 
value of eating it rather than 
drinking it. 


Yogurt-authority Steinberg 


does not recommend making it . 


at home any more than he sug- 
gests making asperin at home. 
He says the culture gets weaker 
and weaker and about the third 
batch of homemade yogurt has 
lost its good flavor and probably 
most of its nutritional and 
health properties. 

The fresher the yogurt the 
better it is. It should be eaten 
within three or four days after 
it is made. After five days the 
bacteria culture spends itself 
and you lose the health values 
of the product.

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Clean Spots and Stains While F ian

Summertime is fun time—months crowded with plenty of outdoor living. Vacations. picnics, 


patio parties, barbecues, and week-end trips are the rule. 
especially when it comes to spots and stains. 


But Summertime is also hard on clothes, 


Cleaning experts say that most spots and stains are easy to remove if you'll do something 


about them when they are fresh. 


Here are two basic rules to always remember: 


1. When tn doubt about whether fabric is washable or your ability to remove the stain, it 
is best to send them te dry cleaners, with a label on spot telling what it is. 


2. If a bleach is necessary on washable materials, first test bleach on material in some in- 
conspicuous place to be sure color and fabric will not be injured. 


Here is a guide for removing common Summer spots and stains from sports as well as “good 


clothes”: 


REMOVING SPOTS AND STAINS 


Stain 


Chocolate or coffee 


Washable Material 


Most chocolate or coffee stains will 
come out when laundered. If brown 
stain remains, bleach with chlorine 
bleach.

\ Well-Dressed Women Tell Idea 


By YOLANDE GWIN 


Your social security may be at stake, men, for the ladies are 
coming right out and telling you what's wrong with your clothes 
and your personal appearance. 

Or had you been living in a fool's paredise thinking that every 
time a woman looked at vou when you walked by it was because 
you looked so divine or that you were a killerdiller when it came 
to selecting your clothes? 

For the sake of the fashion record and for the benefit of those 
men who haven't a little woman to hand them a “clothes line,” 
we interviewed six of the city’s top fashion leaders, from the of- 
ficial list on file at one of New York's foremost fashion head- 
quarters (where the best-dressed women in America are listed) 
for their opinion on this question: 

“What do you as a fashion leader think makes a well-dressed 
man?” 

Here's what they said: 

Mrs. Robert W. Chambers: “A man must wear a hat for I 
think that assures him of being well dressed. Sport clothes are a 
bit more informal so I don’t think hats are necessary. A man to 
be groomed must be neat as a pin, and that, too, stamps him as 
being well dressed.” 

Mrs. McKee Nunnally: “A well-dressed man should read and 
study the style for men with the same seriousness as a woman. 
Well-cut clothes of good material, styled to accentuate the build 
of the wearer, should be considered. To be well dressed a man 
should wear well-pressed clothes, clean ones, and white shirts. 
And, ves, shoes that are well polished and which are not run down 
at the heels.” 

Mrs. Lon Grove: “A good carriage assures anv man of heing 
well dressed. Grooming comes next, then an alertness of appear- 
ance and then his conservativeness, He should have good lines for 
his clothes. Personally I like blues and grays best, they must be 
of a soft fibre and well draped. His ties should show his individ- 
uality and I think that for Summer he should wear straw hats, 
but during other seasons he’s alwavs well dressed with soft felts. 


s of Well-Dressed Men 


A well-dressed man certainly should consider neatness around his 
collar, always wear white shirts, and keep his shoes clean and 
polished. Too loud sport clothes makes a man too conspicuous, 
which to me does not make him appear well dressed. The average 
man does not pay enough attention to his tuxedos which should be 
expertly tailored. Sheer white pocket handkerchiefs for daytime 
wear give a man a fashion smartness and for evening, one with a 
two-toned monogram is good.” 


Mrs. R. Emerson Gardner: “I think for a man to be well dressed 
he should wear conservative clathes, that is, dark or gray suits, 
white shirts and ties featuring small patterns. His shoes should be 
polished at all times and be neat and he must steer clear of bright 
colors. I do not like them.” 3 

Mrs. Samuel Slicer: “I notice material and the tailoring of a 
man’s suit first, when I rate him as being well dressed. Well-cut 
clothes do a great deal for achieving a well-dressed look, too. To 
be fashion right I think a man should wear subdued and soft colors 
for business and bright colors for sports.” 

Mrs. William T. Healey, Sr.: “The first fhing I notice is whether 
the heels of a man’s shoes are polished. That to me is certainly 
an important and necessary item. He can have on the finest. and 
most expensive suit, and if his shoes, especially the heels, look 
untidy, his appearance is ruined. Next, I think a man's. neatness 
in appearance makes him look well dressed and groomed.” 

S50 you see, men, it isn’t always themselves that they are think- 
ing of when women say. they are fashion conscious. 

They do a lot of thinking, observing and chatting about men’s 
clothes and, even though you might have thought so, the talk 
isn't just about sending your suits, coats and ties to the cleaners.

mending done. It’s about you, you, and you. And perhaps you may 
be embarrassed and will take the hint when you find out that you 
are being talked about because your shoes are dirty and run down:

You Get 

A Good Fit 


There is nothing as satisfying 
as a suit that fits. While each 
man has his individual fitting 
problems, there are certain 
points. to consider at try-on 
time. 

1. The suit jacket should hug 
the shirt collar, exposing at 
least one-half inch of the collar 
at the back. 

2. There should be proper 
fullness across the back of the 
sui¢ jacket, producing a small 
fold of cloth at each side near 
the sleeve. 

3. The jacket should be loose 
and straight-hanging in the 
back. long enough to cover the 
seat of the trousers. 

4. Sleeves should be com- 
fortably full at top, tapering 
gracefully to the wrists. They 
should be short enough to show 
at least one-half inch of shirt 
cuff. 

5. Shoulders should never be 
exaggerated by overpadding. 

6. The waist of the jacket 
should be slightly suppressed, 
while the entire jacket should 
be loose enough over the chest 
and hips to be comfortable in 
anv position the wearer may 
assume. 

7. The two-button. single- 
breasted jacket should be worn 
with the upper button closed, 
the lower open. The three- 
button single-breasted model 
calls for only the center but- 
ton closed. The regulation 
three-button double - breasted 
jacket should be worn with the 
two lower buttons fastened. 

8. Trousers should fit com- 
fortably snug at the waist, loose 
around the hips and across the 
seat. 

9. Trousers should be short 
enough to hang straight with- 
out a deep break: above the 
cuff. Many well-dressed men 
wear them without any break 
at all.

Shoe Care Thrifty Way To Foot Style 


If you want your husband to 
look like Dapper Dan and the 
condition of his shoes make him 
look more like Seedy Sam, the 
time has come to put him 


‘ through a little basic training 


in the care of shoes. Of course, 
you may come out on the busi- 
ness end. of the shoe brush, but 
the good care you are giving 
the lord and master’s shoes not 
only will keep him well- 


groomed to the toes, it also will | 


prove a boon to the budget. 


According to the National 
Shoe Institute, a man should 


have at least two pairs of shoes | 


for general wear plus shoes for 
special occasions. 
ration and constant wear are 
hard on shoes, it is important 


that they be allowed to dry out | 


thoroughly between each wear- 
ing, thus retaining their origi- 
nal shape and giving longer 
service. 


If Dan is to be really dap- 
per, remind him that he needs 
correct shoes for every occa- 
sion. Those heavy brogues 
which were delightful at the 
big football game of the sea- 
son, fail to fit the bill when 
it comes to baseball time and 
hot weather. Suitable shoes 
are needed for each season, 
heavy types in the Winter 
and lightweight ventilated 
types in the Summer. Shoes 
selected from a_ seasonality 
point of view are a lot easier 
on the feet .. . and on the eye. 


Shoe racks, shoe bags and 
well-fitting shoe trees are three 
paths to less cleaning, better 
appearance and a neater clothes 
closet. Bear in mind, however, 
that poor-fitting shoe trees are 
far worse for shoes than no shoe 
trees at all. 


Run-over heels or slight rips | 


in the shoe stitching will put 
the Seedy Sam label on any man 
for sure! So watch for signs of 
wear and make haste to the shoe 


repairman as soon as they ap- | 


pear. 


Any leather lasts longer 
with correct care. That means 
paste polish to dress calf or 
kid shoes, keeping the leather 
lubricated and freventing it 


from drying out. Keep the 
pile in suede, reversed or 
brushed leathers erect through 
the use of a stiff brush. Brush 
with the nap. Never use any- 
thing but a regular suede 
cleaner or a dry powder 
cleaner on nappy leather. Elk 
may be washed wih soap and 
water. For patent leather, a 


damp cloth and light soap is 
best. 


Should Dapper Dan set out 


to. work in the sunshine with no 


galoshes or rubbers in hand, and 
return at nightfall damp of 
brow and wet of feet, a little 
shoe first aid is in order. Get 
him to stuff his shoes with pa- 
per and dry them away from 
the heat. Rapid drying when

-Your dry cleaner should be 
instructed to press these fab- 
rics at a temperature under 250 
degrees Fahrenheit and to use 
the minimum amount of pres- 
sure so as to avoid imparting a 
shine to the fabric.

It should be realized that 
clothing eventually will become 
20 soiled that it is impossible to 
remove the soiling by dry clean- 
ing.

When this happens, 
dry cleaners wet clean the gar- 
ment, which sometimes shrinks 
it or the lining. 

Clothing should not be allowed 
to become heavily soiled so that 
drastic cleaning methods will 
not be required.
